1. BANGLADESH AMBASSADOR HOSSAIN ALI CALLED ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY ATHERTON AUGUST 14 TO REQUEST USG SUPPORT AND 
"IF POSSIBLE" SPONSORSHIP FOR BDG APPLICATION FOR UN 
MEMBERSHIP. ASKED IF BDG WAS MAKING SIMILAR REQUESTS OF 
OTHER GOVERNMENTS, ALI SAID MESSAGE WAS GOING TO "ALL UN 
MEMBERS". ALI SAID DIPLOMATIC NOTE CONVEYING REQUEST 
WOULD FOLLOW. ATHERTON COMMENTED THAT MATTER WOULD 
RECEIVE PRIORITY ATTENTION. 

2. ALI ALSO REPORTED THAT PRIME MINISTER MUJIB LIKELY TO 
ATTEND UNGA SESSION FOR "A FEW DAYS." THOUGH EXACT DATES 
ARE NOT YET SET, MUJIB IS EXPECTED DURING THE PERIOD 
SEPTEMBER 23-30. ALI SPECULATED THAT FLOODS IN BANGLADESH 
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COULD STILL INTERFERE WITH PM'S PLANS. ATHERTON ASKED 
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THAT WE BE INFORMED WHEN DATES ARE SET. 

3. IN CLOSING ALI RENEWED REQUEST FOR USG ASSISTANCE IN 
CONNECTION WITH FLOOD DISASTER. ATHERTON REPLIED THAT 
BDG REQUEST RECEIVING URGENT CONSIDERATION. KISSINGER 
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
